Be sounds like 
someone who could drain manyM hours of time, and I have none to spare. Vince Salandria, as ^ 
you probably know, is in Fhila. , and so is Tam Katen , but neither is involved in the investi- 
gation, and Vince is currently strong on the line that we have done all we can as critics. Vint 
just replied to a letter frcm Garrison with a lot of stuff about the fact that we have gone as 
far as we will, etc. 

I will do my best to get you as many photos as possible . Sprague has many , if not most of ther 
but that doesn’t necessarily make them available . Newcomb has a great many, but it is hard to 
to find out about them since he has became fairly close-mouthed after his beginnings of an 
association with Lafton. He has much, which I find out about from other people in this game, 
which he has never told me he has. This is a big change from when he told me of everything. 
Whenever I get photos I always tell him, 6r send them, and I am processing photos fco him so 
that at least that way I get seme of his . As far as I am concerned they should all be availab! 
to all of us, and I hope that Fred doesn’t became as inaccessible as Sprague. 

As far mug shots , I will see what I can do for you . I have a fair number and as soon as I get 
them together (many are still waiting to be printed out) , I will be glad to lend them to you 
to have then copied. Suspects is a vague notion. Bud Fensterwald has many, just as did Gar- 
rison, but they are meaningless for the reasons that those people were suspicious of them, al- 
though most are right wipers and interesting for that reason. Right new I have one guy who 
I think should be an Important suspect and who we all knew something about and who has much moj 
interesting things to answer for than allegations that he was a CIA paymaster of assassins 
(Fred Lee Crisman) or the world’s most important CIA gunman (Edgar Bradley): Larry Crafard.

He is 
a handworker , a nice guy, and dependable in general frcm my experience. Furthermore, he does 
not suddenly change his opinions on important things and drive you crazy the way Fred does. 

In addition , he has not been taken in by Lifton [Dave made the mistake of shewing him the 
men , artillery range finders , floating negro head , etc . in the trees which blew his mind 
because Dave was serious about them. Dave only does this with people he thinks are a bit 




gullible] . 

Get those firearms problems spelled cut and I will give them to Olson . He must have c ontr acts , 
and there is always a chance that I can develope some of mycwn. I have a lot of support here 
and am generally quite well thought of , so there is no telling what I can do . It is considered 
OK out here ##M for people like bank presidents and police officers to ccrne to hear me and in- 
dicate support and /or interest. The Women’s International League for Peace and LYeedan, for 
instance, was fascinated when the First National Bank called up and asked for copies of their 
posters advertising my appearance before their group, saying that everyone should hear it. 

I hope that Nichols doesn't botch his suit. My brief contacts with him reinforce what Harold 
says about him— his knowledge is not complete and he is headstrong. He is a bad man to lead 
off against the government , but I guess that it is good that someone has the money to do it. 

On Humphrey I agree. I always watbb for the making of a patsy out Of a big man like that, and 
try to capitalize on it. I would love to be able to build a good case for that. Humphrey, by 
way , may v©ll have ijGnporduuni't knowledge • Vmoe Salandria picked up seme interesting xnro 
about something HHH said in 1964 when tryigg to get the diddident southern groups to ccme back 
into the party (he knew that his vice-presidental nomination depend®^ solely on that). I am 
hoping to work through to HHH gradually through friends. I want he and his wife, to gradually 
get feedback on my presentations. I am doing the same with tone SS men who were guarding him.
